Mrs. Palmer, relating the details of 
the fight, said that her son, rising 
early on the morning of July 29, de- 
clared his intention to take guns and 
go by automobile to show ‘the bandits 
he was prepared for them’ if they 
should attack his ranch. Dr. Howard 
joined Palmer’s, party with his son. 
The others were a Russian chauffeur, 
Palmer’s' Chinese servant, a Russian 
boy, and Harold Baldwin, Palmer's 
ranch manager. 


Leads Party to Temple. 


Palmer led his party to a ruined tem- 
ple, four miles from 
midway between two villages. Bald- 
win climbed to the top of the temple 
to reconnoiter. Palmer, Dr. Howard, 
and the Chinese and Russian boys en- 
tered a nearby cornfield, while young 
Howard remained alone in the car, 

Baldwin saw the bandits prepare to 
make a sortie. He descended and 
started the car in pursuit of Palmer 
and his group and at the same time 
the bandits made a move to cut off 
their retreat, whereupon Baldwin 
swerved to pick up others of the party 
who, from the running board of the 
automobile, carried on a running fire 
while making a dash for the ranch. 


Bandits Kill Two. 


Meanwhile Palmer and those with 
him were encircled by another group | 
of bandit horsemen. 
the Russian boy threw down their 
rifles and made signs of surrender, but 
Palmer and his Chinese servant con- 
tinued firing. The bandits dismounted, 
crept up behind Palmer, and shot him 
through the head. Then they killed 
the Chinese boy.

The warehouse search revealed 112 
boxes, shipping cases and barrels of 
property and included nine cases in 
which narcotics, stored in fish bowls, 
are said to be packed.

ten about scurvy, there still seem to 

be people who never heard of it or, 

if they have, think of ft as a menace 
to arctic explorers vonly. For instance, 
one of the medical journals tells of a 
child nearly old enough to go to school, 
who had scurvy and probably had had 
it for several years. Although this child 
was in her seventh year, she was still 
drinking milk from a bottle and through 
a nipple. The child sucked 3% pints of 
pasteurized milk a day, ate one or two 
Saucers of ice cream, and finished with 
hot muffins, crackers, cakes, candy, and 
waffies with sirup. 

Eggs were never eaten; neither were 
milk and bread; at rare intervals the 
child would eat a few vegetables and, oc- 
casionally, some fruit. The occasional 
eating of vegetables and gaily drinking 
of milk held the scurvy so much within 
bounds that the nature of the trouble 
was not made certain until years after 
its onset.

The disclosure of corruption in the enforcement 
of the anti-narcotic laws and of the connection 
between the federal agents and the criminals who 
are drug addicts gave a sudden high light to 
America’s great social problem. We are not sure 
that it is not the greatest. It is a most vicious 
circle. The American drug addict is said to be and 
likely is the most dangerous in the world. 

Fast Indians eat opium and it does not affect 
them greatly. The British officials say that con- 
sidering climate it does them some good. That 
can be passed on with the reflection that the Brit- 
ish have a genius for discovering what does other 
people good. It may be so. The Chinese smoke it 
for the hop dream but the American shoots himself 
with the drug he uses and becomes wild and dan- 
gqrous, frequently nerved to commit a crime he 
otherwise would not have attempted. 

There is-a drug addict criminal class which has 
an incentive for crime inthe use of the drug itself 
and in the necessity of getting the money for the 
contraband article. Enforcement of the law 
against drugs encounters many difficulties. Here, 
as in the illegal liquor trade, much mdney is in- 
volved. There is the temptation of that for dis- 
honest enforcers. The addicts are much more 
desperate than liquor purchasers. A majority of 
the latter can get along without drink. A drug 
can be concealed and transported. 

Prohibition alone will not meet the requirements. 
The terrors of drug addiction must be better and 
more generally understood. Education should be 
used against it. 

We are convinced that the best cure of most of 
our social troubles is to be applied in the childhood 
of the nation, in the formation of habits of self 
discipline, self respect and right doftng and in the 
acquiring of ideals and standards of conduct. In

Chicago, Aug. 11.—In a communication 
published by you recently, Mr. John D. 
Warfield, in discussing the city’s water 
supply, asks if it would be an insuper- 
able difficulty to move the water intakes 
out into the middle of the lake, and 
also if they will not be ridiculously near 


when the filling in for parks and boule- 
vards is completed. 

These are very pertinent questions and 
“point out some real public health and 
engineering problems ahead of the city. 

Investigations by the department of 
health during the last year indicate that 
some of our crib intakes, notably the 
Two Mile, 68th street, and Edward F. 
Dunne cribs, are situated in waters ex- 
posed to relatively high degrees of con- 
tamination, considering the fact that 
the only treatment given the water is, 
for the purpose of disinfecting, using 
chlorine. All of the cribs are in waters 
which become turbid in objectionable 
amounts during and after storms on the 
lake. 

There is no doubt but that the 68th 
street and Dunne crits are badly situ- 
ated. Data collected during our studies 
indicate that the location of these cribs 
about one and one-half miles to the 
northeast would have placed the in- 
takes in water of a reasonably satis- 
factory quality. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the present city engineer rec- 
ommended that these cribs be located two 
miles northeast of their present site, but 
he was overruled on account of the cost 
and they were located closer to shore. 

The effect of the lake front dumping 
and dredging activities in connection 
with the park improvements do, to no 
stnall degree, affect the quality of the 
lake water for several miles out. As 
the work extends southward the waters 
surrounding the 68th street and Dunne 
cribs are sure to be affected, especially 
when the proposed island off Jackson 
park is under construction. 

It has been demonstrated that wave 
action affects the bottom in Lake Michi- 
gan to a depth of 50 to 60 feet. To 
reach such depths on this side of the 
lake, tunnels ten miles long must be 
constructed. No matter how large such 
tunnels be made, ff connected to our 
present tunnels, there will be additional 
losses of head with corresponding re- 
duction in capacity, or additional cost 
in reconstructing pumping stations and 
in the pumping of water. 

The difficulties and costs in construct- 
ing such long under lake tunnels is be- 
yond the point of practicability, at least 
financially. ‘ 

Even were there no such objections as 
above mentioned, there would be no ab- 
solute assurance of a satisfactory water 
supply at all times. 

The suggestion of Mr. Warfield to place 
intakes in the middle of the lake is of 
course ridculous from an engineering 
point of view. 

The solution of Chicago’s quality prob- 
lem as regards its water supply lies in 
filters. Filters can now be constructed 
that would render water taken prac- 
tically at the shore perfectly satisfac- 
tory.

PLASTER. 


Chicago, Aug. 8.—It is true that lath. 
ers’ and plasterers’ wages are pretty high 
nowadays. There is a shortage of goo 
plasterers. American youth has a Den- 
chant for machinery, for motive equip. 
ment, radio, and what not. Those who 
do not want white collar jobs go in for 
automobile mechanics, the shop trades, 
and electrical work. 

As a rule, the average young American 
is not interested in plastering and sim. 
ilar trades. Although it isn’t, it appears 
to the bystander as back breaking work. 
Nor does the matter of apprenticeship 
with its several years of low wages ap- 
peal. It takes from four to six years 
of persistent, hard, and sometimes 
tedious work to develop the young man 
into a reasonably proficient plasterer. 
Necessarily, for the first year or two, 
until he becomes of value to his employ- 


er than those of beginners fn office posi- 
tions. Therefore there is a dearth of 
applicants for apprenticeship. 

Nor have wages always been as high 
as they are today. We are reaping the 
harvest of low wages of a decads ago— 
we do net have the mechanies because 
they failed to join the ranks at that time 
because of the low wage scale then pre- 
vailing. 

All of theze factors have resulted in 
cutting down the supply of mechanic 
and the law of supply and demand & 
now exacting its due at a time when 
large demand caused by our huge » 
war building program has made the & 
uation particularly acute. 

You have chosen plastering-asg the point 
at which to attack the large expense in- 
volved in modern building construction. 
You state “ custom has decreed plaster 
finishing for parts of buildings in which 
it is a luxury if not sheer waste.” We 
cannot conceive of many parts of build- 
ings in which the plastering can be elim- 
inated—if plaster {is not used, then some 
other finish must be used to save decor- 
ator’s expense and to eliminate the high 
cost of cleaning walls and ceilings.

Chicago’s new $17,000,000 produce 
market, the largest food distributing 
center of its kind in thegvreorld, will be 
formally transferred to the trustees of 
the South Water Market trust at noon 
on Saturday, Aug. 22. 

This announcement, made yesterday 
by B. K. Goodman, president of the 
Produce Exchange Building corpora- 
tion, means that the commission firms 
will move into the new market a week 
before Aug. 29, the date set by Mayor 
Dever for them to leave their old quar- 
ters on South Water street. 

The formal transfer of the market, 
which will include 165 buildings, cover- 
ing an area of six blocks, in the neigh- 
borhood of Racine avenue and West 
14th place, will bring together commis-

AROUND MILWAUKEE

ILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 13.—

New York,-Aug. 13.—(#)—Drastic 
revision of bag limits and open sea- 
sons is imperative if extinction of 
migratory bird life is to be averted, 
Dr. W. T. Hornaday reiterated today. 
He contended that existing restric- 
tions have not served to halt rapid 
increase of licensed hunters. 

“ Uniess immediate steps are taken,” 
he said, “we shall be faced with a 
slow extinction of migratory bird life 
at the hands of hunters. The biologi- 
cal survey does not seem to realize 
this. 

“In an eight year survey covering 
practically all states, I found the num- 
ber of hunters has increased 195 per 
cent since bag limits were fixed. Yet 
during this time there has been no 
compensating additional protection for 
the birds.”
